English Speaking Indians Helped 


Make Homes 


onists, reports World Book 
Encyclopedia, was Samoset, a 
chief of the Pemaquid Indians. 
He walked into the colony one 
day in March, 1621,.and unset- 
tled the settlers by addressing 
them in English. Samoset, it 
turned out, had earlier met some 
Englith fishermen along the 
coast of Maine and learned 
some of the language from 
them. 

Two weeks leter Samoset 
üropped in with his friend 
Squanto, a well-traveled brave 
of the Pawtuxet tribe. Squanto 
had been to England twice, once 
after having been kidnapped 
and sold as a slave in Spain by 
an English sea captain. He had 
returned to America in 1619. 

Samoset introduced the col- 
onists to Massasoit, chief of the 
Plymouth area. With Squanto 
acting as interpreter, the chief 
and the Pilgrims concluded a 
treaty of friendship that lasted 
until Massasoit died in 1661. 

Meanwhile Squanto went to 
live with the colonists, teaching 
them how to plant corn, pump- 
kins and beans and showing 
them where to fish. 

‘That year the Pilgrims had a 
bountiful harvest and Governor 
William Bradford declared the 
celebration that became the 
first Thanksgiving.

After the hunters came the 
catfishermen, and some of them 
brought along their wives. Back 
in 1909 Jim and Ed Upthegrove 
with their families came up the 
Caloosahatchee and camped for 
a few months on Lake Hiepoc- 
hee. Each family's shelter was 
nothing but a tent fly. The skee- 
ters here were powerful bad, so 
they moved to Little Bare Beach 
and built a long house, part 
wood and part tarpaper. The 
skeeters here were a blamed 
clouds 
from the grass and vines. Be- 
sides, the pesky coons kept the 
tarpaper walls torn up in try- 
ang to reach the rations inside. 
So they moved to Pelican River 


fight worse, rising in 


and then to Upthegrove Beach. 


Here the mosquitoes were not 
so bad and the women had it 
sort of easy. Jim's wife, Josep- 
hine, tells that she now had time 
to tend a garden along with her 


chickens and cows. She raised a 


passel of young'uns, did all her 


laundry, and then, besides feed- 
ing her own family she cooked 


for two crews of fishermen, as 
well. The crews used to get up 
at 4:00 a, m, and might be haul- 
ing seine till noon, then for the 


night haul they might not get in 
home till ten or later. Aunt Jod- 
ie said, "My cookstove never got 
cold!” 


Then there was Gertrude 
Winne, whose husband had been 
a commercial fisherman on the 
Great Lakes. They had been 
married only a year or two 
when they came to Florida. A 
tunboat brought them up the 
Caloosahatchee to Ritta where 
they arrived January 3, 1912, 
The first night was spent in 
Bolles Hotel, then they camped 
on Torry Island and there they 
stayed for 16 years. For the first 

x months they lived in a tent 
until they could build a house 
in a popash grove, the first. 
house on the lake except the 
hotel that had glass windows. 
Now, living in a tent wouldn't. 
have been so bad, but that year: 
of 1912 was one of the wettest 
years on record. She says it 

arted to rain in March and 
kept right on till August, the 
most rain she has seen before 
or since. For one stretch of three 
weeks she never saw the sum. 
Then in late September it be- 
gan to rain again and didn't 
stop nor hesitate until the year 
was out 


Gertrude raised some pretty 
Peart young'uns among those 
custard apple trees. It seems as 
though raising a kid in the 
woods is a right good way to 
start him off. Torry Island later 
had a lot of settlers and even 
had a school, yet for those first! 
few years Gertrude was the 
only woman on the Island, al- 
though she had two women 
neighbors, each three miles a-

tries before she succeeded, Her 
first child was born at Oak Rid- 
ge near-Bassenger, in 1898. Two 
years later, though she was liv- 
ing on Curry Island in Lake 
Okeechobee, she went to La- 
Belle to have her twins, Wal- 
ler and Ellen. 1901 was a bad 
year for babies. Lula, as well as 
the wife of George “Dog” John- 
son, and Mrs. Johnson's sister, 
all three had babies born on 
the lake but all died at birth or 
right soon after, so I guess they 
shouldn't count. But Lula's sixth 
child, Albertie Curry, now liv- 
ing in Punta Gorda, was born 
December 11, 1907 in Farrell's

Way in opposite directions a- 
ross the water — Joe Bryan's 
‘wife on Menge's River and Mrs. 
"Wagner on Kreamer Island, who 
told Gertrude that she was the 
first woman, white or Indian, 
that she had laid eyes on in 
eighteen months. You see, we 
didn't get around much on those 
days. Those little pop-pop 
Jaunches were slow and incon- 
venient and when you got to 
where you were going bless 
Pete, you still hadn't got no- 
where. 

Now, this Mrs. Wagner was 
One woman who had good rea- 
son to gripe. Her husband, a 
mighty man who could catch, 
tie and toss into a boat,,a full 
grown hog, had been a medi- 
cal missionary in South Africa, 
but had sold Blue Flame stoves 
to earn his meat and grits. His 
Jamily lived far out in the bush 
but he spent right smart of his 
time in town. When. the Zulus 
rebelled and threatened to ex- 
terminate the whites, Mrs. Wag- 
ner grabbed up her kids an 
managed to escape to Cape 
Town where she was annoyed 
no end to find her ever devise. 
spouse living there in luxury 
while she had been on shorf 
rations. Wagner brought his 
family to Kreamer Island in 
1910 where he built a rickety 
two story board and batten 
house, which the hurricane that 
year like to have washed into 
the lake. Wagner was soaking 
his foot in'a tub of mud, for he 
had been bitten by a copper- 
bead, while his wife was put- 
ting a batch of biscuits into the 
oven, when a four foot wave 
of water surgéd into the house 
and nearly drowned them all. 

‘Wagner was strong as a bull 
alligator, yet he was forever 
taking medicine. History doesn’t 
record how successful he was in 
doctoring the Zulus, but if he 
reated them as he did his fam- 
zy, its no wonder they rebelled. 
Once Mrs. Wagner lett five of 
her diüdren with Mrs. Winne 
while she. rode the fishboat to 
Ft. Myers with the sixth one 
which was powerful sick. Wag- 
net had already, gone to town 
on another boat that same morn 
ing, saying the kid didn't need 
a doctor. Soon afterward, her 
baby got the croup. This time 
she started to town with all the 
kids, but the bady died before 
she reached LaBelle, and-so she 
left the lake and Wagner, too. 

Another town girl who came 
nere as a bride was the wife of 
Axel Jensen, now Mrs. Earl 
Lindrose in Pahokee, who had 
lived in Titusville, which she 
says had once been named for 
her grandfather before it was 
re-named for a filibusterer. Her 
first home on the lake in 1911 
had been a tent on Dead River, 
Jnter known as Whidden's Can- 
ol, until she got a 14 x 14 tar- 
paper house with neither screen 
nor windows, Although it was a 
year before she saw another 
woman she declares that she 
was never lonesome nor depres- 
sed, in fact she was glad to be 
away from town. Between rais- 
ing kids, feeding a crew, tending 
her gardens, doing her laundry 
from the stern of seine. boat and 
nangini it on tree limbs to dry, 
she found time to make pets of 
some of the wild critters in the 
woods. An otter would come at 
meal time to be fed an a whistle 
would bring a young alligator 
threshing through the weeds to 
catch a ball of dough when she 
was making biscuits, There were 
no ‘parakeets, but plenty of 
painted buntings, and plume 
birds too, till they were killed 
off by hunters, One night she 
took a shot at something that 
disturbed her chickens and

a plumb nuisance. Then you'd 
have to smudge the house and 
Sleep under a cheese cloth net. 
Jn summer those stinging ants 
could make things hot and 
gnats could be right worrisome, 
Hard shelled, thousand legged 


y vered the ground and 
admin ort 
chizzy winks. But there was one 
destructive insect that they 
could make some profit from. 
The kids would gather glant 
red and yellow grasshoppers and 
sell them to trotliners for 25 
cents a hundred. Those pesky 
grasshoppers used to give her 
garden a fit, but no other in- 
sects nor diseases either, used 
to bother her vegetables. She 
was right proud of her garden. 
She says she was the first one 
to ship vegetables to Ft. Lauder- 
dale just to advertise the lake. 
She also was the first to plant 
sugar cane, From a single three 
jointed stalk which her boy Ho- 
ward had picked up at Will 
Marshall's camp on Forked Riv- 
er, she eventually raised, an 
acre. This patch of Green 
Simpson chewing cane furnish- 
ed seed for near about every- 
body on the lake, and especial- 
ly for Dr. Spooner, who had 
enough to furnish seed for Bry- 
ons sugar company when it 
started at Canal Point, 

Before she came here to the 
Jake, Mrs. Jensen had asked her 
doctor for advice. He gave her 
rome potassium permanganate 
with a hypodermic needle for 
snake bites, but told her that 
since she was going to a new 
and clean country not much 
doctoring would be necessary 
unless some disease should get 
imported. She found that this 
was so, for even then there was 
an epidemic in Ft. Myers but it 
never reached the lake. People 
here didn't suffer from diseases 
except for chills and fever 
which hit the fishermen now 
and then. She says that was 
caused by drinking liquor and 
bad water (or was it from drink- 
ing water and bad liquor?), The 
remedy was as much calomel 
as could be heaped on a dime 
followed by a dose of Epsom 
salts, then nothing to ent or 
drink until the attack was over. 
Chill tonic was good if you had 
some, and so was elderberry tea. 
On fever days a man could haul 
seine, but on chill days he had 
to stay in bed and shiver. 

It seemed that bad accidents 
seldom happened, though there 
was that time when Mrs. Bethel 
Alderman at Little Bare Beach 
was feeding cane into her syrup 
mill. Her hand got caught be- 
tween the rollers and before she 
could stop the mule her fingers 
were mashed flatter than ary 
fitter. It was twelve hours be- 
fore she could get to a doctor. 
Some of those women were like 
the Indians when it came time 
io have a baby. The wife of 
Harry Johnson at Cypress Creek 
went to Tantie to have her baby. 
It came early of a morning and 
that night she was dancing at 
Lewis Raulerson's house warm- 
ing party. One girl hid in an 
elder patch along the Kissim- 
mee to have her first one. She 
was about to throw it in. the 
river, for she was ashamed of 
who its dady was, but another 
woman who had tracked her 
down, took the baby and adopt- 
ed him, and he's still living 
there in Okeechobee county. 

Ordinarily life on the lake 
Was monotonous and peaceful, 
but Mrs. Gertrude Hovencamp 
in Lake Worth, remembers one 
experience that like to have 
"scared her mule." She was the 
first woman to live on Ritta Is- 
jand, the bride of a boatman, 
Jim O'Neal, who was trying to 
homestead. For weeks on end 
the might not see a stranger 
yet you can't say nothing ever 
happened there. One evening as 
the sat on her porch admiring 
the stars and the ripples on the 
Jake, the night was lighted by a 
blinding white flash, followed 
by a teriffic roar like dynamite, 
She thought the day of judg- 
ment had caught up with her. 
What she had seen was a mete- 
orite, part of which was later 
seined up from the lake nearby 
and sent to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution,
